Miss Mary Gladwin Addresses High 


School Tuesday and Continues 


Campaign Today

Speaker.Emphasizes Duties of Nurse 


Are Not Mechanical But 


. 
Require Study 


The -girls of the high school were 


addressed 
Tuesday ' afternoon 
by 


Miss -Mary Gladwin, a^ nurse, 
who 


spent Tuesday and today in 
Rush 


county, attempting to interest girls 
in following the nursing profession, 
pointing out the need and import- 
ance ,of- the work as a vocation in. 
life.

Miss Gladwin spoke at several of 


the county schools Tuesday and to- 
day she-< completed her visits in the 
county schools. 


In her address to the girls here- 


Tuesday afternoon, she stated that 
the nursing profession dated away 
back in history, from the beginning 
of time, when people first weeded 
attention'in time of 
illness, 
and 


which grew during times of wars, un- 
til more recently nurses are in much, 
greater, demand than there is a sup- 
ply fpr needs. 


She .pointed out, however, that 


the modern methods 
employed 
in 


nursing first began 01 years ago, and 
she paid a-glo\ving tribute to Flor- 
ence .Nightingale, an English nurse 
who established the first school for 
nursing, in London in 1860. 
This 


school js still being maintained, she 
stated. 


The first school for nurses in i the 


United States began in 1872 at Bos- 
ton, 
several yeftrs-affe'r^he 
Civil 


War, % which was largely^ responsible 
for thVanstitutioiTKemg founded in 
this country. Today, she pointed out, 
there are 1800 such schools, which 
are cited as being accredited or rc- 


istered schools for 
nursing, 
and 


that, there 'are 50,000 girls attending 
:hese schools, with an equal number 
of others who are practical nurses, 
without the proper schooling. 


•Miss Gladwin stated that the large 


number of nurses now available 
would give the 'impression that there 
were no need for more nurses but 
along this line she desired to im- 
press upon the girls, that the supply 
cannot be filled throughout the coun- 
try. 
, . 


"In the.United States, there are 


2,000,000 babies born annually," she- 
asserted, ."and 150,000 of them die 
n their'first month,' and 500,000 of 


die in their firsti year." She 


emphasized the fact that most 
of 


jh'ese deaths are caused from 
the. 


ack of knowledge on .the part of 
:he mother, and that nurses could be 
jstablished in communities to teach 
iiothers the care of the babies. 


•Many nurse's prefer to do private 


duty in homes, she asserted, 
and 


;here is a i wide opening in this line 
or prospective nurses, 
she said. 


There are also needs for 
public 


lealth 
work nurses, 
arid school 


nurses, and along this line she sta- 
;ed that in Indiana practically every 
city has a visiting nurse anil now 
ounties are. acquiring the services 
of'a .nurse. This", she stated, if ap- 
plied to the entire United S.tates, 
would soon' cause, the demand 
for 


nurses to become away below nor- 
mal! 


Besides the nurses referred to, she 


stated that 
many ''districts 
have 


nurses, as well as -factories and oth- 
er institutions. Miss Gladwin point- 
id out- that if a-student preferred 
he could learn the profession from 
a' teaching standpoint, to serve 
as 


an instructor to others ;„ physicians 
leed nurses in their offices, and many 
girl of executive abiliCy aspire to be 
lead nurses or managers of nurses 
n hospitals. 


Miss Gladwin also 
stated that 


some girls, prefer to travel, and in 
;his connection the .army and navy 
and the Red • Cross offer attractive 
positions to nurses. Many of the 
churches throughout the country, 
are placing nurses in foreign fields, 
which-is only'another way of offer- 
ing Christianity, along with the mis- 
sionaries.
